Installing the stand 



Remove the stand from the box and place it on a table or bench. 

Note: Pay close attention to the direction of thestand.The wide portion of the stand must 

face the front of the TV.

Installing a wall-mount bracket

protect the screen from damages and scratches. 

2 Remove the four screws holding the TV to its stand column, then remove the 
stand column. 

3 Secure the wall-mount bracket (not included) to the back of yourTV using the 
screws provided with the bracket. 

Setting up your remote control 

1 While pressing the release button on the battery compartment cover on the 
back of the remote, lift the cover off the remote. 



2 Insert two AAA batteries into the battery compartment. Make sure that the + 
and - symbols on the batteries align with the + and - symbols in the battery 
compartment. 

3 Replace the cover.
